It 
should seem then, that Dotbbin’s hair grows backwards. 
Iam sure he had more hair on his tatl, than I hare on 
my face when I last saw him.—SHaksPEARE. 

In a former'essay which I had the honour of 
addressing to you | made some remarks upon 
those respected members of the shaving pro- 
Session,* who are dignified with the imposing 
title of Barsens ; and intimated an intention of 
following the prevailing fashion of travelling ; 
by taking a pedestrian tour through the exten- 
sive streets of this ancient city, for the pur- 
nose of discovering whether there could be 
round in any of those shops which are pointed 
out tothe publick, by a long and incompre- 
hensible pole as objects of peculiar attention, 
one practitioner, who possessed so much of the 
skill of the ancient barber, as to be able to 
perform the duties of his diabolical profession, 
without inflicting upon his patient the most ex- 
sruciating tortures. My reason, for undertaking 
this weary pilgrimage were then given with 
zharacteristick brevity ; and 1 doubt not they 
were considered by you and your readers sut- 
ficient to warrant my engagement in an enter- 
prise, so pregnant with fatigue and suffering. — 

Every wise und considerate man that medi- 
tates travelling into foreign lands, endeavours 
tirst, to possess himself with as much informa- 
tion respecting the places he intends to visii, 
as is practicable. He strives to obtain a com- 
plete knowledge of the state of the countries— 
of. their history—and of their manners—cus- 
toms—habits and character of the people : so 
that when he arrives ameng them, he will 
not be so great a stranger to their ways, as he 
is to their persons. As I conceive myselt net to 
be without some claim to that distinguished 
title, (founding my pretensions upon my pres- 
ent single state,) 1 did not neglect to avail my- 
self of the means in my power to obtain infor- 
mation concerning the affairs of that interest- 
ing people into whose domains | was about to 
peregrinate. 

The race of burbers appears to be very an- 
cient. J find they were incorporate! as early 
as the reign of Edward IV., and their grant has 
been contirmed by most kings since, with en- 
largements. i conjeciure them to have flour- 
ished [their razors] as far back as the time of 
the great Jewish Lawgiver ; who, I suppose, to 
check their unprincipled depredations upon the 
human countenance,was induced to lay this pos- 
itive command upon them: ** Thou shalt not 
mar the corners of thy beard ;” [a very wise 
and judicious law, which should now be obey- 
ed by christians, as it always has been by Jews.] 
—I shall not, however, insist upon this circum- 
stance as fully establishing the fact of their 
having existed before the flood, but quietly 
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| Such a staff being to this day by every village 
practitioner, put into the hands of a patient 
undergoing the operation of phlebotomy.

Scort, in a late novel bas given the follow- 
ing humoursome description of a barber's shop 
in the reign of James |. * Beajamin Suddle- 
chop’s barber's shop projected its long and wys- 
terious pele into Fleet-street, painted party- 
coloured wise to represent the ribbons, with 
which in elder times, that ensign was garnish- 
ed. In the window were secn rows of teeth 
displayed on strings like rosaries—cups with a 
red rag at the bottom to resemble blood, an 
intimation that patients might be bled, cupped, 
or blistered with the assistance of “ suflicient 
advice; while the more yrotitable, but less 
honourable operations upon the heir of the 
head and beard, were briefly and gravely an- 
nounced. Within was the well-worn leatier 
arm-chair fur customers—the guitar, then call- 
ed a ghittern or citteru, with which a customer 
might amuse himself til] his predecessor was 
dismissed from under Benjamin’s lands, and 
which, therefore, often flayed the ears of the 
patient metaphorically, while his chin sustain- 
ed from the razor literal scarification. All, 
therefore, ia this department, spoke the chiru- 
geon-barber, or the barber-chirugeon.” 

With this satisfactory information,—-procur- 
ed from antient chronicles, and what little 
knowledge { had purchased in two neighbour- 
ing shops, by woful experience, did 1 set ont in 
my travels ;—to wander from ‘ pole to pole” 
in the bare hope of meeting with a barber, who 
was really acquainted with the “ act and mys- 
tery” of shaving.

cracked violins. hanging upon the walis, doubt- 
less for the accommodation of waiting custam- 
ers. But in these days, visiters generally pre- | 
fer occupying their time in examining the | 
newspapers and caricatures, with which these | 
places abound, than in torturing these battered | 
receptacles of harmony. ‘The gallant barber 
vas not confined in former times to the me- 
chanical business of “ cutting and scraping” 
vet practised Surgery with much better success 
than it is done at the present period! The 
worthy protessors of those days, could breath 
a vein, as well as mowa beard! They could, 
craw blood with the lancet, with the same | 
facility that they could draw tears with a ra- 
vor! "That they even now possess much of | 
their ancient shill in the noble art of blood. 
letting, the numerous scars upon my face, as 
well as the mangled features of others, bear 
ample testimony ! When bleeding, &e. was an 
ecknowledged part of their profession, they 
bore the honourable title of burher chirurgeons 
1 think they are still eatitled to the name, as 
they continue to practice Surgery, having only 
transferred their field of operation, drom the 
limbs to the chin ! 

The origin of the barber's Porn has 
the subject of much conjecture. Some 
conceived it to havé originated irom the word | 
pell, or head.

If his purpese was to show, 
that ihey are odligatory wpon the Christian 
Church, we should, doubtiess, have heard be- 
fore now, that he and his Rev. brethren, of the

was not his object, it is dithcult to discern, how 
the ancient fashions of dancing in Judea, could 
materially concern his subject, viz * the duty 
of dancing.” 

But the most important part of the Rev. Pas- 
tor’s Letter, or rather the Concentraied essence 
of the whole of it, is to be found ia the repre- 
sentation he has given, ot the tremeaduous con- 
sequences of sociad dancing—-the imptety, the dar- 
lig presumption, the murderous vtolence, and fear- 
ful destruction, which, according to scriptural 
authority, have been the fruits of it.
